CHAPTER us. 

STATE ROAD. 

AN ACT to Joede a Slaw ROIAl from Cea&erYiIle &0 Mariet\a. 

eeamillion· SECTI.. 1. B, it fttiJded '6" the General A886rM1." of tie 
Stale of IMDa, That Ebenezer Taylor, of Appanoose county, 
Joseph B. Tease, of Monroo county, and ·C. B. Smith, of 
MAhaska oollnty, be, and they are hereby appointed, commis­
sioners to locate and establish a State Road, from Ventepo. 

Centenil1e &0 ville, in Appanoose county, by the way of Albia, in Monroe 
llari'et&a. county, OskalO9la, in Mahaska county, Grinnell, in Pow­

eship.k cOllnty, to Marietta, in Marshall county: Provided, 
that the State will incur uo expeuse iu the location of said 
road.

§ 2. That the commissiollers hereir, appointed, or a ma--
jority of them, shall meet 011 the first Monday in Jnly, 1855, 
or within three months thereafter, at the first point named 
on said road, or at some other llOint if agreed upon, and ta­
king to their assistance a surveyor, the necessary chainmen 
arid markers, and after ha\'ing been qualified, shall proceed 
to the discharge of their duties accordin, to law: ProvidiJd, 
that in ~ase any of said commissioners shall act as surveyor 
in laying out said roa.d, he shall be entitled to receive for 
his services, such per· diem as is allowed by law to county 
surveyors, and nothing more. 

§ 3. The commissioners herein appointed shall be paid 
as provided by law, and the State shall pay nothing therefor. 

§ 4. This act sball be in force from and after its publi­
cation.
